When will the residents of Grant County 
see some dirt move on the Ark Encounter? 

It could be awhile longer because financ¬ 
ing for the project has not materialized as 
developers hoped it would. 

No date has been set for a groundbreak¬ 
ing. 

The Ark Encounter LLC did close on the 
final piece of property, known as the Finke 


property, needed for the project, which will 
encompass 800 acres. 

The announcement that the Finke proper¬ 
ty, consisting of 550 acres, had been pur¬ 
chased was made on Feb. 15. 

“Due to the rolling hills and ravines of this 
scenic property, about 800 acres are needed 
in order to get at least 160 useable acres - 
plus create a buffer around the Ark Encounter 


attraction. It has taken considerable, but nec¬ 
essary, time to close on all the different par¬ 
cels, and there have been environmental 
studies that took time to perform on parts of 
the land, but all the needed acreage has been 
purchased,” said Mike Zovath, senior vice 
president of AiG and the Ark Encounter.

The Williamstown City Council met 
Tuesday night to hear from the proposed 
developers of a Love’s Travel Center on 
Bames Road and voted 3 -2 not to 
approve a text amendment that would 
allow the development in a highway 
commercial zone. 

Some residents of the area were not 
pleased with the development. 

“We want growth, but I’ve got con¬ 
cerns,” said Emerson Rider, who owns 
property adjacent to the proposed site. 

Developers said the travel plaza would 
have been constmcted on 30 acres on the 
west side of Interstate-75 and would fea¬ 
ture a convenience store, gas pumps, 
parking for 90 tmcks overnight. Outlying 
lots would be used for a hotel and two 
restaurants.

Two little girls lying in a single casket 
holding hands is an image Ron Livingood will 
never forget. 

Livingood, superintendent of Grant County 
Schools, along with other administrative staff 
and nearly all of the teachers at Grant County 
Middle School, traveled to Winchester for the 
funeral of Rachel and Jacquline Chesnut, chil¬ 
dren of Shelly Chesnut. 

Chesnut has been a sixth grade science 
teacher for the last eight years at GCMS. 

“It is the saddest thing I’ve ever wit¬ 
nessed,” Livingood said. “There were two 
beautiful, angelic, little girls in the same casket 
holding hands. It will indelibly be etched in 
my mind.” 

The family attended Boyd United 
Methodist Church and last Sunday before her 
tragic death, Jacqueline announced she was 
going to heaven.

The new playground will 
be constructed at Webb 
Park, at the south end of 
Williamstown on April 14. 
Volunteers are needed that 
day to help install the new 
equipment and make a bet¬ 
ter place for the kids to 
play.

“The thought behind this 
grant is to get the whole 
community involved by 
helping pay for it, installing 
it and maintaining it.

When is a child too ill for school, daycare? 


“Mommy, I don’t feel good,” says the 
little voice. Those five words are tough for 
any parent to hear, not only because we 
don’t want our kids to be sick, but also 
because we know how illness can dismpt 
our family life. Every child reacts differ¬ 
ently when he or she is ill so it can be hard 
to determine just how poorly he or she 
feels. 

Certain symptoms in 
children, such as fever, 
vomiting or diarrhea are 
indicators of a communi¬ 
cable disease. When those 
are present it’s best for the 
child to stay home to reduce 
the risk of the illness spread¬ 
ing to others. Public health 
experts say that if the child 
has a temperature (without 
fever-reducing medica¬ 
tions) above 100 degrees 
when taken in the armpit, 

101 degrees when taken in 
the mouth or 102 degrees 
when taken rectally, keep the child at home 
until he or she is fever free for at least 24 
hours. 

Fever is usually not serious, but is a sign 
of infection or other inflammatory process. 
A high fever that is not controlled by fever- 
reducing medicines, fever for several days 
or fever in a child younger than four 


months old are all reasons to contact a 
health care provider. 

Children with stomach ailments, includ¬ 
ing vomiting and diarrhea, should be kept 
home. If the child has diarrhea that lasts 
several days, he or she should stay home 
until a medical provider indicates that he/ 
she can return to school or child care. 

Gastrointestinal illnesses 
including Shigella and 
Cryptosporidiosis spread 
easily in schools and child 
cares. 

The last category is the 
most subjective when the 
child just isn’t acting right. 
Symptoms include unusu¬ 
al fatigue, controlled 
coughing, irritability, per¬ 
sistent crying or wheezing. 
If any of these are severe, 
you not only want to keep 
the child home, but also 
contact a health care pro¬ 
vider. 

If your child has a rash, persistent sore 
throat or pink eye you should keep him/her 
out until cleared by a health care provider. 

When your child is in that gray area, 
perhaps with a common cold, use common 
sense in deciding whether your child is act¬ 
ing “normal enough” to send him or her to 
school or child care. 


You know your child best, and should 
be able to tell when something’s not right. 
If you’re not sure about whether or not 
your child can leave home with a particular 
illness, check with the school or child care 
center. All have policies regarding the 
exclusion of ill children. 

Even if the decision to keep your child 
out of school or child care is clear, the 
arrangements to make that happen may not 
be. Plan ahead. Figure out in advance who 
can watch an ill child. Can grandparents, 
neighbors or other family members help? 
Can you or your spouse work from home 
or shift your hours? What about when the 
illness lasts for several days or spreads 
from one child to another in the family? 

Think about it this way, Would you 
want your child’s classmate coming to 
school with a communicable illness poten¬ 
tially infecting your child? One sick child 
in a class can infect more than 20 others, 
who then infect siblings and then...well 
we have an outbreak on our hands. 

At the health department, we are always 
promoting ways to prevent the spread of 
illness like proper hand washing and food 
safety. If illness has crept into your house¬ 
hold, help protect others by keeping your 
child home when needed.

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DOWN AND DIRTY 

Witch hazel 
already in bloom 


G ardeners get anxious this time of the year. 
Warm one day, cold the next, the sun 
coaxes open a little patch of crocus by the 
path or we catch sight of an old landscape filled 
with waves of blooming white snow drops. This 
year the show is sure to come early and the for- 
sythia are not the first to bloom, despite this oft 
cited sign of spring. There are other early bloomers 
to keep us occupied until spring tmly arrives. 

Right now I am looking out the window watch¬ 
ing our Comus mas literally pop open. I noticed the 
buds had begun to swell in after the most recent 
cold snap and today’s sun has warmed some buds 
enough to show the yellow petals that they had been 
protecting for months. 

Cornelian cherry 

It is surprising we don’t see more Comus mas , 
or cornelian cherry, in our landscapes. It is the per¬ 
fect small tree with all kinds of ornamental value. 
Disease and insects free, the cornelian cherry has 
mottled, peeling bark is the first tree to bloom in late 
winter or very early spring (and if the temperatures 
stay on the cool side the bloom time can last for 
weeks) and has lustrous foliage and red edible fruit 
in the summer. 

Although the cornelian cherry is not a cherry, 
rather in the dogwood family, the tart fruit can be 
used to make anything you would use cherries in. 
Fresh from the tree or made into syrup for ice cream 
is a good use.. .and if you go to international mar¬ 
kets you will see the cornelian cherry in beverages 
and fruit spreads. 

Which is witch? 

The genus Hamamelis , or witch hazel, has long 
been a favorite out here at the farm. Some species 
bloom in late fall and early winter, others pop open 
on warm February days. The bloom, best described 
as crimped, twisted and curled, by Chris Lane in his 
book Witch Hazels , has a whimsical quality. The 
blooms also offer up a spicy fragrance in the garden 
when not much else is going 
on. The different species 
have subtle differences but 
on the whole the genus is a 
large, vase-shaped shrub at 
maturity with excellent land- 
i r scape value whether you are 

V. J looking to naturalize or for¬ 

malize the landscape. I can’t 
say enough good things 
about witch hazels. Sun or 
shade, average soil (certainly 
rich and well-drained is 
best), no pest problems, 
multi-seasonal interest and a 
selection that includes H. 
virginiana, the common 
American witch hazel the blooms in fall, H. japon- 
ica (Japanese witch hazel), H. mollis (Chinese 
witch hazel), H. vemalis (vernal witch hazel), and a 
group of hybrids represented by, H. x intermedia. 
This year most of these species have bloomed by 
now or just about now, always early bloomers no 
matter the winter. 

All in the family 

Corylopsis glabrescens , or the fragrant winterha- 
zel, is from the same plant family as the witch hazel 
(Hamamelidaceae) and you can easily see the family 
resemblance in the foliage. Most “hazels” have 
thick, sturdy leaves with a fluted quality to them... 
quite attractive, in fact. The winterhazel has an open, 
sculptural quality to its habit, flat-topped but spread¬ 
ing. It is a multi-stemmed shrub but can be trained 
into a single stem, small tree, with diligent pruning. 
The plant does have multi-seasonal appeal but the 
best part about it happens in early spring. Before the 
leaves emerge the winterhazel is covered in pendu¬ 
lous pale-yellow blooms dangling from the wide 
reaching branches. It is nature at its finest. The win¬ 
terhazel is virtually pest-free, likes rich, well-drained 
soil, full sun to part shade and is best situated in a 
protected area because it blooms so early for us. 
Unlike the crimped, curled and twisted blooms of its 
cousin, the witch hazel: a heavy April frost or freeze 
can damage the winterhazel’s blooms.

Sechrest honored for professionalism, service

From the driver’s seat, 
Donnie Sechrest has seen 
it all. 

He’s witnessed horrific 
accidents that killed nearly 
all the passengers. He’s seen 
accident victims crawl away 
unscathed from twisted 
metal and damaged cargo. 

From the seat of his 
giant green wrecker, he’s 
seen a lot of life and death, 
but working at the family 
business since he could 
walk is all he’s known. 

“I could turn a wrecker 
around when I was 7 or 8 
years old,” he said, sitting 
atop a bench inside the 
waiting area at Sechrest’s 
Garage in Williamstown. 

Sechrest got the towing 
bug from his father, Ray 
Sechrest. Ray worked in a 
garage on U.S. 25 owned by 
Dewey Pettit and eventually 
bought Pettit out in 1945. 

For nearly 60 years, 
Donnie has spent five and 
a half days a week, at the 
Williamstown landmark 
that’s hard to miss - first, 
with its rock building, which 
has since been replaced by a 
newer, larger metal building 
in shades of green. 

Sechrest’s employs a 
dozen people. 

“This is all I’ve ever 
done,” he said, smiling. 

Sechrest’s hard work 
hasn’t gone unnoticed. 

“I’ve never seen a 


situation that he couldn’t 
handle,” said Williamstown 
Police Chief A1 Rich. 

Rich and Secrest have 
been good friends for many 
years. 

That sense of community 
and professionalism is the 
reason that Rich nominated 
him for the Order of Towmen 
Award from American 
Towman Magazine. 

“I nominated him 
because of his knowledge 
of the business. He’s been 
good to the community, 
keeping the family business 
going and he’s been good 
to law enforcement,” Rich 
said. 

The Cross of the Order, a 
Maltese cross with a unique 
towing icon sculpted inside 
is awarded to a towing 
professional for his/her 
dedication to the towing 
trade and the community 
they serve. 

“The extreme 

professionalism shown 
by Sechrest Garage in 
performing accident-related 
tows” was recognized 
in November 2011 in 
Baltimore, Md. during 
the American Towman 
Exposition. 

Sechrest has done it all. 
Towed in broken down 
vehicles, assisted in pulling 
large tractor-trailer trucks 
up an embankment after 
they had tumbled off the 
roadway. 

He’s helped stranded 
motorists far from home. 

“Basically, I just try to 


treat people like I want to 
be treated,” he said. 

He’ll turn 71 this month 
and when he thinks about 
slowing down, it sounds 
good, but doesn’t know 
what he’d do with himself. 

“I’d like to slow down 
but I’ve always enjoyed the 
challenge of wrecker work 
and working on cars,” he 
said. “Come to think of it, 
I’ve been here a long tim, 
but I don’t know if I’ll ever 
quit, if I don’t have to.” 

Last winter, Sechrest fell 
while working on a broken 
down vehicle. He hit his 
head causing his brain to 
swell. He spent several 
weeks resting in Florida. 

When he’s not working, 
he enjoys NASCAR racing. 

He’s traveled to a dozen 
racetracks and worked a 
wrecker during races. He’s 
even been to Japan to work 
before. 

“Last year was the first 
year that I missed a race 
at Dayton in probably 25 
years,” he said. 

He works at Kentucky 
Speedway in Sparta during 
racing events. He also enjoys 
riding his 2007 Screaming 
Eagle Harley Davidson 
when he has time. 

The rest of his time is 
spent with his wife, Marsha 
and daughter, Sabrina 
Harris, as well as his three 
grandchildren and three 
great grandchildren. 

Sechrest’s son, Brian, 
died in 1995. It’s a chapter 
of his life that still hurts as 
tears filled his eyes when he

talked about Brian’s death. 

Lor a man that has spent 
his life around mammoth 
vehicles and equipment, it’s 
a small black and white dog 


named Cricket that makes 
him smile. 

Cricket is a fixture at the 
garage and eagerly climbed 
into Sechrest’s lap for a 


belly rub. 

“The award was nice, 
but I’m just me and I’ll just 
keep plugging along,” he 
said.

Williamstown was unable to 
pull off an upset over Simon 
Kenton, losing 85-63 in the first 
round of the 32nd District 
Tournament Feb. 20 at Grant 
County High School. 

The loss marked the end of the 
road for five seniors and coach 
Steve Sigmon, who is retiring at 
the end of the school year after 
40 years in education and coach¬ 
ing. 

“It’s bittersweet,” Sigmon 
said. Sigmon is stepping down to 
focus on his health. He had pros¬ 
tate cancer last summer and with 
being a diabetic, the games have 
been rough on him and he says it 
can take one to two days to recov¬ 
er. 

Demons senior Jake McKinley 
led the team with 24 points, but it 
wasn’t enough to overcome 
Simon Kenton’s deep bench. 

“It’s real hard,” McKinley 
said. “I think they are real good 
and should be able to win the 
region and go to state. It was just 


rough losing the way we did.” 

McKinley was named to the 
8th Region All-Region team, an 
honor that both him and Sigmon 
said are big for a small school. 

“It is really neat,” McKinley 
said. “It got me by total surprise. 
I didn’t think I was even going to 
get that and when coach told me 
I had been named, I was excit¬ 
ed.” 

The Pioneers had a 31-point 
lead by halftime, the full-court 
pressure disrupting any kind of 
offense that the Demons were 
able to muster. 

In the second half, the Demons 
outscored Simon Kenton by nine 
points, after the Pioneers stopped 
pressing Williamstown. 

With the clock running down 
in the fourth quarter and the loss 
imminent, Sigmon started pulling 
out his seniors one-by-one, each 
getting an ovation from the 
crowd. The cheerleaders chanted, 
“We love our seniors.” 

Walking into the locker room 
for the final time as high school 
basketball players, McKinley 
said they talked about how suc¬ 


cessful of a season it was. 

44 We are a family and will 
always be a family,” he said. 

The Demons finished the sea¬ 
son 9-17 and the question of what 
could have been if Colton 
Simpson hadn’t suffered a sea¬ 
son-ending injury Jan. 3 against 
Grant County. 

With the school being so small 
compared to teams like Simon 
Kenton and Grant County, 
Sigmon said that he doesn’t base 
the season on wins and losses but 
with how well they compete. 

“With Simpson out, our chanc¬ 
es of winning went down, but 
these boys competed all season 
and I am proud of them,” he said. 
“I told them to call me if they 
ever need anything.” 

With basketball over for 
McKinley, Eddi Feldman, Andrew 
Jones, Colton Simpson and 
Harrison Whaley, there will be no 
more practices or games to play 
with a Williamstown jersey on. 

“I am going to miss playing in 
front of the big crowds and in 
front of my family and friends,”

“It was good to know they took 
the time and it meant a lot to Cody 
to see the support he had from his 
teammates,” Christine Miskell. “I 
know Cody has been working hard 
for the team and not just for him¬ 
self.” 

Patience became the word of 
the day, as following the opening 
ceremony, Miskell went back up to 
sit with members of the team, his 
parents and the coaching staff and 
wait for his match number to be 
called. He was number 218 for the 
first round championship bracket, 
which meant waiting hours and 
hours before going on the floor. 

As he waited, he plugged in his 
headphones to listen to music to 
keep his mind off the wait that was 
ahead. He spent time talking and 
reminiscing the season with his 
teammates. 

When it came time to stretch 
out and get ready for his first 
match, Christine started to get ner¬ 
vous, biting her nails. 

“I don’t want him to get hurt 
and I know he can take care of 
himself, but he will always be my 
little boy out there,” she said. “I 
also want him to do well, because 
I know how he can get down on 
himself and when I can yell and 
cheer from the stands, it helps him 
do better hearing his mother cheer¬ 
ing from the stands.”

Cody Miskell sat on the bleach¬ 
ers near the warm-up mat at Alltech 
Arena in Lexington, thinking of 
what could have been if he had 
made it past the first day of the 
KHSAA State Wrestling tourna¬ 
ment. 

“I was disappointed in myself 
and that it was all over for me,” 
Miskell said. “I couldn’t believe I 
lost.” 

With two years of 
wrestling under his 
belt and a 42-7 record 
going into the tourna¬ 
ment, Miskell has 
come a long way from 
his first day of wres¬ 
tling in 2010. 

Miskell first heard 
about the wrestling 
team from coach Matt 
Shearer in October of 
2010. Miskell, who likes Ultimate 
Fighting Championship, figured 
he would give it a try. 

“I wasn’t really sure at first 
because I wanted to do boxing,” 
Miskell said. “I went out for it and 
did a couple of matches and really 
like it. Because of wrestling, I was 
introduced to UFC and I would 
like to jump into the cage after 
high school.” 

In a wrestling match, it boils 
down to the wrestler. It’s not a 
team sport, but rather based on 
individual performance. 

When he first started to wrestle 


he would have trouble breathing 
after a match, because of the stam¬ 
ina that is needed. That is when his 
dad, Joe Miskell, started helping 
him on cardio workouts. 

Joe Miskell said he has Cody 
train in their backyard, including a 
steep hill that he has Cody run up 
and down, sometimes even having 
him go down backwards to change 
things up. 

In his first season, Miskell made 
it to the fifth place match at the 6th 
Region tournament at Walton- 
Verona High School, 
but fell short of being 
a replacement wres¬ 
tler at the state meet 
in 2011. 

With an increase 
emphasis on improv¬ 
ing his performance 
this season, Miskell 
increased his cardio 
workouts and went 
from 285 pounds at 
the beginning of the 
season to nearly 274 at the time of 
the state tournament. 

Miskell had a successful regu¬ 
lar season only losing six times in 
45 total matches before the region¬ 
al tournament. 

Cody is never without his favor¬ 
ite hat, which has the word, 
“Tapout” on it. He said he wears 
the hat all of the time, including to 
practice and matches because his 
dad gave it to him and it means a 
lot. 

“He bought it for me to inspire 
me to do well in wrestling,” Cody 
Miskell said. “I take it everywhere 


I go.” 

After qualifying for state, 
Miskell and some of the other 
Grant County wrestlers went to 
Ryle High School to train with 
other state qualifiers. It helped 
keep him focused on the state tour¬ 
nament. 

Alltech Arena was the largest 
place Miskell had ever been to for 
a wrestling tournament. Six mats 


lay on the temporary floor from six 
different schools that covered the 
dirt where horse shows are held at 
the arena. 

The opening ceremony brought 
out onto the floor all 448 wrestlers 
in the tournament by the weight 
class, with each leader for the class 
holding a sign labeling their class. 
When Cody walked out his mom, 
Christine Miskell, was proud of

His first match didn’t go 
as planned, considering he 
had defeated his opponent, 
Johnathan Beagely of Perry 
County Central, previously. 
Miskell lost to him this 
time 3-2. Two of those 
points were because of 
Miskell stalling, which is 
where a wrestler isn’t mov¬ 
ing or trying to make a 
move, which after the first 
offense, the wrestler can be 
penalized for by giving a 
point to the opponent. 

“I must have just felt 
that since I had beaten him 
before that it would have 
been an easy match,” Cody 
Miskell said. 

With losing the first 
round championship match, 
Miskell now moved into 
the first round consolation 
bracket, which meant 
another 200-plus match 
would have to be played 
out before he would go 
again. 

During this time, 
Christine was walking the 
concourse, anxiousness 
building inside her, won¬ 
dering if Cody was going to 
win a match or go home. 

Grant County coach 
Matt Shearer used the time 
to come up with a plan to 
get Cody angry enough to 
go out and win to stay alive 
in the tournament. Shearer 
said he was going to have 
Christine hide from Cody 
and tell him his mom had 


left the arena, because she 
was upset he hadn’t won in 
the first round. 

“It’s always that first 
match that he struggles 
with,” Christine said. “I 
think his nerves got to him 
and that is why he lost. He 
has to work on getting 
points onto his side instead 
of trying to pin everyone.” 

The ploy worked as 
Miskell, in bout 448, took 
his anger and disappoint¬ 
ment from the first loss and 
pinned Bobby Spears of 
Moore High School in 44 
seconds. 

Now came more pres¬ 
sure to win or go home, 
since Miskell needed one 
more win to advance. 

With only 112 matches 
of wait time, Shearer 
worked with Cody to keep 
his mind off of losing and 
keep him focused on defeat¬ 
ing his final opponent. 

The blood, sweat and 
tears that had been put into 
this season, including dur¬ 
ing this tournament, would 
decide whether or not Cody 
would be advancing to the 
third round and second day 
of the state tournament.

used in a match. With just 
seconds remaining in the 
second period, Miskell 
made the new move, but it 
didn’t work and Ford was 
able to take advantage. 
Shearer stood up from his 
chair, placing his hands on 
the top of his head, know¬ 
ing that the match was all 
but lost and the final score 
was 9-4. He had been elim¬ 
inated from the state tour¬ 
nament. 

“I was disappointed in 
myself and that it was all 
over for me,” Miskell said. 

Despite his disappoint¬ 
ment, Miskell is using the 
loss to make improvements 
for next season. With 
Mason Franck of Campbell 
County High School and 
Colin Patrick of Simon 
Kenton High School being 
seniors and the top two 
wrestlers in the region, 
Miskell is looking ahead to 
next season, where he has 
the potential to be the top 
wrestler in Region 6. 

“I am going to work all 
summer and take football 
off and workout on running 
and wrestling skills,” 
Miskell said. “I am going 
to try to compete in some 
summer tournaments to get 
better and maybe I can win 
the whole tournament next 
season. That’s my dream to 
be the best of the best. I 
definitely want to be num¬ 
ber one.”

Developers of the project, which includes a full-scale 
replica of Noah’s Ark, also said the project will be built 
in phases, rather than all at once. The original comple¬ 
tion date was set for 2014. 

The main reason for the decision to construct the 
project in phases boiled down to money, or the lack 
thereof. 

To date, Answers in Genesis, the ministry responsible 
for building the Creation Museum in Hebron, said $5 
million has been raised for construction of the Ark proj¬ 
ect, which is less than they anticipated. 

Zovath said the sluggish economy has impacted the 
project and when it will be completed. 

Despite the delay in groundbreaking, local officials 
remain hopeful that it begins sooner rather than later. 

Williamstown Mayor Rick Skinner said he had 
recent conversations about the project. 

“The developers believe that closing on the Finke 
property will speed up the process and donations,” 
Skinner said. Skinner said developers must have two- 
thirds of the funding in place in order to begin the proj¬ 
ect. That amounts to $48 million. 

Answers in Genesis hoped to raise $24 million in 
donations to help fund the building of the 500-foot-long 
Ark, which will be the main attraction at the park. About 
$5 million has been raised so far, according to the Ark 
Encounter’s press release issued last week. Previously, 
the project cost was estimated to be $172.5 million. 

In May 2011, the project was approved for state 
incentives from the Kentucky Tourism Development 
Finance Authority, based on a the projected investment 
of $172.5 million, which means the project would be 
eligible for a little more than $41 million in sales tax 
rebates. 

Those state incentives are good for three years from 
the day the developers received approval. 

Wade Gutman, chairman of the Grant County 
Industrial Development Authority, said the process 
wasn’t unusual for a project of this size. 

“I’ve talked with Gary Moore (Boone County’s 
Judge-Executive) and he said they ran into the same 
thing when they were building the Creation Museum,” 
Gutman said. “It is disappointing that it’s not moving as 
quickly as projected, but it’s still a good project.”

Keith Mitchell, pastor at Boyd 
UMC, recounted that story during a 
prayer vigil, four days after the fire. 

Mitchell described both girls as 
being full of energy and quick to show 
off a new dress. 

He said they “are surely showing 
off their heavenly gowns now.” 

Rachel, 4, and Jacqueline, 5, died 
as the results of injuries they received 
in a fire at their Cynthiana home on 
Feb. 15. 

Jacqueline was pronounced dead 
later that day, while Rachel died the 
next day. 

Terry Chesnut, Shelly’s husband, 
remains in critical condition at the 
University of Kentucky Medical 
Center where he was flown by heli¬ 
copter. 

Albert Chesnut, the couple’s 
20-year-old son, said his father remains 
sedated. Terry suffered third-degree 
burns. His lungs were also severely 
damaged in the fire. 

Visitation and funeral services were 
held Feb. 20. Because of the President’s 
Day holiday, Grant County schools 
were not in session, which allowed 
employees to attend the services. 

The sisters were buried 
in the Clarmont Memorial 
Garden in Clark County. 

Livingood said the out¬ 
pouring from the communi¬ 
ty during this tragedy has 
been amazing. 

“The community has 
responded to the many needs 
of this family,” Livingood 
said. “We’re trying to keep a 
count of all that has been 
donated. Money has come 
from church groups, orga¬ 
nizations and individuals. 

It’s hard to keep it all 
straight.” 

The GCMS PTT (parent/ 
teacher organization) donat¬ 
ed almost $4,000 to cover 
the funeral expenses.

Livingood said about $30,000 had been 
raised. 

Fellow teachers at GCMS and in the 
district have donated sick time to 
Shelly so that she can be off the 
remainder of the school year and still 
get paid. 

“I’m not surprised by the outpour¬ 
ing of the community,” said Livingood. 
“Knowing people in this community 
and their hearts, it’s not surprising at 
all. It’s simply a reflection of the peo¬ 
ple we have in this community.”

A candlelight vigil was held Feb. 19 
at the Harrison County Courthouse. 

The family also has four other chil¬ 
dren living at home. Their ages range 
from 7 to 20 years old. All of their 
clothing and household belongings 
were destroyed in the fire. 

The couple also has an older daugh¬ 
ter who is married. 

The Grant County School District is 
collecting money and clothing for the 
family. 

The district will write one check to 
the family. Anyone from the commu¬ 
nity wishing to donate, should make 
checks payable to the Grant County 
Board of Education (indicate Chesnut 
Family on the memo line) and can be 
dropped off at the board office at 820 
Arnie Risen Blvd. in Williamstown. 
Gas and retail store cards will also be 
collected. 

Donations can also be made directly 
to Forcht Bank. 

Friends and neighbors in Harrison 
County have also been touched by the 
deaths and fire and have been raising 
money and collecting clothes for the 
family. A fund has also been set up at 
Harrison Deposit Bank in Cynthiana.

Thanksgiving break will be Nov. 21-23, 
and students will get nearly two weeks off for 
Christmas break from Dec. 20- Jan. 1, 2013. 

Williamstown will recognize Martin Luther 
King Jr. Day on Jan. 21, 2013 with no 
school. 

Classes also will not be in session Feb. 
18-19, however they are designated as possi¬ 
ble make-up days.

With the district required to be off for 
Election Day on Nov. 6, Grant County Schools 
decided to make Nov. 5 a teacher contract day 
with no students. 

Thanksgiving break will be Nov. 21-23 and 
the schools will be closed for two weeks for 
Christmas from Dec. 20 - Jan. 2, 2013. 

“Last year we went an additional three 
days before going on break and found that 
going that three extra days we lost out on our 
low days, which the school district is given 
five low days we can cut and had two of those 
last year right before Christmas break, so we 
decided to break it off for two weeks,” 
Poweleit said. 

Martin Luther King Jr. Day will also be 
honored by the school district on Jan. 21, 
2013. 

Spring Break will run April 1-5, 2013, the 
same as Williamstown Independent Schools, 
which is something the two districts like to 
discuss when they are preparing the sched¬ 
ules. 

The district has built in 13 makeup days, 
based on the highest number of snow days in 
the past five years. If there is no inclement 
weather, the last day for students is May 14, 
2013. 

The makeup days are May 20 - June 6, 
with Memorial Day having no school on May 
27. 

Grant County Schools use an innovative 
calendar which has a minimum of 1,062 hours 
of instruction with less than 170 days of 
instmction. 

“We meet the requirements by having the 
school day go from 8:10 a.m.-2:55 p.m. each 
day,” Poweleit said. 

Teachers will have four professional devel¬ 
opment days on Aug. 9, Aug. 13, and Aug. 14 
and May 16, 2013. The minimum for a school 
term for teachers is 185 days.
